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Cotemporaneoua Book-Makers. 


A writer in the Boston Transcript, evi- 


dently a member or nu intimate of cue 
o£ tiie largii publishing-houses of that 
city, contributes some information about 
the ' relative popularity of 
different 


classes of books, -which outfit to be of 
yalne to literary people, and of general 
interest. At a time when pretty much 
everybody has a tendency to rush into 
print, and a special calling for literary 
work is the delusion of half the men and 
women who, as Charles Beade snys, 
know how to write but not how to read, 
it is well that the experience of publish- 
ers outside the technical points of their 
trade should be more generally under- 
stood. If it were so, there would be 
less time wasted which might be profita- 
bly employed in sawing-wood or running 
a sewing-machine, aud the publishers 
might save the annual salaries of several 
•'readers," and the '-renders" preserve 
a Hicns sand throughout the ordinary 
•pan of a lifetime. 
The impression 


•which we believe the publishers of this 
country would generally like to spread 
»broad-and it would be in the interest 
of American literature ns well as then- 
own— is that there are too many books. 
The competilion iu the publishing busi- 
ness is very great, and the embellish- 
ments of book-making have made an in- 
load on the profits. The supply of trash 
is so large, and the deman.i for genuine 
merit so small, that the superabundant 
issue of booki can scarcely fail to have a 
depressing influence upon the book- 
trade generally. Sc much by way of 
general reflection: the suggestions of 
the Transcript writer are more detailed 
and practical. 
, 


In the first place, the supply of works 


of fiction is larger than any other class 
of books. Within the lant few years the 
storids for children have been almost as 
numerous as the stories for adults. In- 
deed, the one class has trenched upon 
the other nntil it is no longer easy to 
draw the line; some of the "juveniles," 
co called, hare commanded large sales 
tmd grfat popularity among the old 
folks, and .the. young people are so pre- 
cocious nowadays that they seize upon 
the adolescent romance befcre their time. 
We have recently seen the statement 
that the greed for novels among the read- 
ing people of the present day is so ab- 
sorbing that it will only disappear with 
lhe. failure of the supply. 
But, accord- 


ing to present indications, this failure 
will 'never .occur. There are already 
more juvenile books than it is profitable 
for tte publishers to keep iu print, and 
the mass of fiction contributed t>y all na- 
tions in all languages for 200 years may 
be drawn upon in addition to the mod- 
em accretions. Poetry, we learn, is the 
greatest of all drugs in the literary mar- 
ie*, and we are not surprised thereat. 
Of all poor Btnff poor poetry is the vilest. 
Poetasters and rhymesters, are as plenty 
always as blackberries in season, but 
the real poets are as rare as the gems of 
the sea. Your nameless poet writes a 
thousand lines where Horace wrote on?, 
in these days as of old. and GO it is that 
the proportion of poetical works dec-lined 
by the publishers is much larger than 
that of any other class of books. Pub- 
lishers are likewise flooded with Es.says, 
and but few are ever accepted. The 
amateur scribbler, who contributes an 
occasional article to his home newspa- 


er, or occasionally finds his way into a 
ocal periodical, is always consumed with 
a desire to see his fugitive productions 
gathered together and reproduced in 
book-form. 
He is convinced that they 


are worthy of n more lasting form, for- 
getful or ignorant of the fact that noth- 
ing is more stupid than a disjointed mass 
of articles put together without unity o{ 
desigu or continuity of interest 
But 


law writers iu the world have ever at- 
tained ranlc ns assayists. The eclner- 
tionnl department of literature ih also 
overstocked, as is natural in this five 
country, where every school-teacher be- 
lieves himself or herself eminently qual- 
ified to invent text-bool:s superior to 
anything in existence. The same is true 
of what are called " tool" books, or tho 
technical contributions to literature re- 
lating to law, medicine, agriculture, etc., 
aud of religions book=>. 


Of the books for which there is slill n 


healthy demand 'nay be named lioohs of 
travel and acU enture, hixtory ami biog- 
raphy, French and German translations 
of good foreign books, aud books of 
•what is now generally known as •• Popu- 
lar Science." Tho reason why these 
clauses remain popular mid in demand 
is obvious:. They treat of matters which 
require research or experience, contrib- 
ute genuinely to the stock of informa- 
tion, and appeal to a general interest. 
It is a great pity that writers of good 
ability so frequently permit their talents 
to drift into unprofitable channels. It 
is a 'greater pity that the publishers 
should be loaded down with the trashy 
offerings of trashy writers, who confuse 
their judgment and build up a competi- 
tion of quantity rather thciv quality. 
Much of this confusion could be uived 
if the experiences of publishers were 
more widely understood.— f'hicatjn Tri- 
bune.

We had become ont of all patience 


•with the lingering debates, and backing 
and filling characteristic of the present 
Congress, but at last there is a spark of 
the tree fire to lighten up the scene. It 
•was reserved for Butler to cap Ihe cli- 
max in the. debate on the Civil Eights 
Bill in 'the House of Kepresentotives. 
His speech yesteiday was a regulary 
slaughter ol the innocents. It is well 
that his sword is not as sharp and cer- 
tain as' his tongue—he would then be 
truly a dangerous man. The debate of 
yesterday is to be found pretty full iu 
those papers that get their dispatches 
through the American Press Association 
—JUte, Chronicle, etc. There is little 
doubt Tout that Butler's slashing speech 
brought about the decisive vote iu favor 
of the House bill of 113 to 03. This bill 
differs somewhat from that of the Sen- 
ate; in fact there have been so much talk 
first and last, (ind so many attempted 
preambles, amendments and resolutions 
in connection with the original Sunnier 
bill, that we confess to au ignorance 
ol the final condition of it, but we 
are quite of the belief that the mixed 
school provision is about all that is 
knocked 
out.

Butler hit a certain member a blind- 
ing lick. The much beslobbered Ti'altei 
.Phelps, of Xc-.v York, who was one of 
the sub-committee at New Orleans, tool 
occasion yesterday to say that the schoo 
clause could not be enforced because o 
the prejudice between tlie blacks and 
whites, etc. Butler retorted by quotin 
Phelpa' report that there "was nopreju- 
dieo existing," etc. Mr. F. dropped slat. 
Onu John Yonng Drown, of Kentucky, 
got <<roand to pieces beneath tho hoots 
of the ISeast. Butler's memory for drag- 
ging up forgotten records, precedents, 
etc., is too well known. But perhaps 
the most crushing feature ot tl-.is whole 
debate was the proposition to araend tin- 
bill by tacking on ft portion of tiie Grce- 
ley-Cmeinnati platform, where equal 
rights, etc., wero to be guaranteed 
to nil.; 


We have hope for the present Con- 


gress. They may say what they please 
about this devil quoting scripture, etc., 
batiutaisage of shams an-J hypocrisy 
and injustice and prejudice aud affected 
reform, it is well that some one quotes 
the sacred volume to some, purpose. 
"What a flat affair this world would be, 
anyhow, were there no devil in it! Just 
think what would become of the manj 
preachers who would bo thrown out of 
employment! How many soft-handed, 
sliclf-hnu'ed men, an i nice Sunday-school 
marms would, be Branded and unknovm 
were there no devil! Call him what you 
please, Butler is too much for any or al 
the House of Representatives.

I 
wish, indeed, that physicians who are 
younger men than myself, and who will 
have more time to Btudy this question 
than I have, would take it tip, especially 
in those cases in which there is a func- 
tional nervous affection only to deal 
•with, ns it is particularly, though not 
only, in those cases that a euro can be 
obtained. Indeed a cure may thus be 
obtained in certain organic affections; 
eTea in dropsy it may lead to n cure. 
You know it will stop pain; that going 
to a dentist is often quite enough to 
make the toothache disappear. I have 
seen patients come to me with n terrible 
neuralgia, who dreaded tho operation I 
was about to perform, and just at the 
timo I was to undertake it, ceased to 
•offer.—Dr. .Brmcn-Stquard.
